OUR GHOSTS OUT OF THE FUTURE 
The crocuses under the south window lifted their 
golden bloom buds above the soil on a recent 
warm morning, but for several days kept them 
tightly furled. 
No doubt a botanist can explain this scientifically; 
but to the layman it seemed that these heralds of 
spring lacked confidence in the future. They were 
not prepared to wave their bright flags, at the risk 
of having them crisped by cold air or covered by 
ice and snow. 
The behavior of plants is of course governed by 
chemical reactions; they are not really conscious 
of the perils ahead. 
It seems probable that 
animals, too, live almost entirely by instinct,

ever greater detail the secrets of the natural 
world, and that men will voyage farther and 
farther into the heavens. 
And with so much 
knowledge, there is a flood of premonitions. 
Consider that the “ghosts” of our era — if 
their devotees will permit the term - are flying 
saucers, things out of the future and out of remote 
space. 
Time was when most haunts came out of 
the past; grisly old ancestors and mass murder­ 
ers and the victims of violent death, who returned 
to the scenes of their grim activities. 
But Charles Dickens gave prophetic words to 
Scrooge ir “A Christmas Carol,” as he faced 
the Ghost of Christmas Yet to Come: 
“Ghost of the Future! I fear you more than any 
specter I have seen.” 
The famous psychologist, C. G. Jung, wrote of 
flying saucers as “a modern myth,” a psychotic 
phenomenon based on mankind’s hope and fear of 
what will come out of science and out of space in 
the future. 
It is well to be concerned about the 
road ahead, of course; but if we become too fear­ 
ful, the road may be blocked by our own imagin­ 
ings. 
A look at the horrible stories of some of the 
haunts of the past should reassure us that man­ 
kind has made progress. 
And if we do not let 
fear overwhelm hope, we will go much farther, 
both in our personal lives and in the whole 
society of men.

It is no accident that all of these plants are 
located on the Mississippi river as was another 
recent industrial acquisition, a barge manufac­ 
turing plant at Caruthersville. 
The industrialization of this region, which for­ 
merly relied only on agriculture, represents pro­ 
gress. 
It also involves change. 
While most of the portents for the future are 
good, the influx of people involved in the process 
will present many challenges and opportunities 
and impose responsibilities that will be new and 
different, possibly even burdensome in some 
cases. 
It is up to the people now living in the region 
to resolve now to do their best to adapt to new 
conditions, which in many ways will alter both 
their lives and their outlook. 
Since their welfare is involved they will want 
to do everything necessary to provide a good 
climate for industry. 
If Southeast Missouri becomes a major indus­ 
trial region we hope that the growth is gradual 
enough to permit a sound development.

MONDAY HOLIDAYS 
Washington’s Birthday, Thursday, Feb. 22, is 
one of five legal holidays that the U. S. Chamber 
of Commerce, the travel industry and certain 
labor organizations would like to move perma­ 
nently to Monday. The working and school-going 
public presumably would welcome the resulting 
three-day weekends. Businessmen would benefit 
from expected declines in the absenteeism that 
usually follows a mid-week holiday. And National 
Safety Council figures show that more highway 
deaths occur on a single-day holiday plus a nor­ 
mal weekend than on a three-day holiday weekend. 
Still, Monday holidays are not to everyone’s 
liking. 
The Lord’s Day Alliance of the United 
States, a Protestant organization, says that “the 
whole church suffers” on three-day weekends “as 
choir members, ushers, Sunday School teachers 
. . . become involved in the mass exodus” to 
holiday retreats. The Daughters of the American 
Revolution contend that uniform Monday obser­ 
vance of Memorial Day and Independence Day 
would reduce participation in patriotic cere­ 
monies. 
Both House and Senate Judiciary committees 
held hearings last year on legislation to estab­ 
lish Monday observance of Washington’s Birth­ 
day, Memorial Day, Independence Day, Veterans 
Day, and Thanksgiving Day. 
The crush of pre­ 
adjournment business prevented any floor action. 
A Louis Harry Survey published on Jan. 1 could 
give rise to some second thoughts about Monday- 
holiday legislation. 
By a margin of more than 2 
to 1, “a cross-section of the public” opposed 
such a law, apparently because the holidays in 
question “have special meaning in their own 
right and are not looked upon as merely ‘an­ 
other day off.’ ”

OUR GHOSTS OUT OY THE FUTURE 
The crocu ses under the south window lifted their 
golden bloom buds above the soil on a recent 
warm morning, but for several days kept them 
tightly furled. 
No doubt a botanist can explain this scientifically; 
but to the layman it seem ed that these heralds of 
spring lacked confidence in the future. They were 
not prepared to wave their bright flags, at the risk 
of having them crisped by cold air or covered by 
ice and snow. 
The behavior of plants is of course governed by 
chem ical reactions; they are not really conscious 
of the p erils ahead. 
It seem s probable that 
anim als, too, live alm ost entirely by instinct, 
although 
they 
som etim es 
give 
evidence of 
conscious planning and of premonition. 
But it is only the highest animal, man, who can 
foresee what is ahead for him, in a general sense, 
in the years to com e. 
In his personal life he 
w ill, barring accident, share the common ex­ 
perience of aging. 
He knows something about 
the probable development of the world in which 
he lives; he knows that scien tists will reveal in 
ever greater detail the secrets of the natural 
world, 
and that men will voyage farther and 
farther into the heavens. 
And with so much 
knowledge, 
there 
is a flood of premonitions. 
Consider that the “ ghosts” of our era — if 
their devotees will permit the term - are flying 
saucers, things out of the future and out of remote 
space. 
Time was when most haunts came out of 
the past; grisly old ancestors and m ass murder­ 
ers and the victim s of violent death, who returned 
to the scenes of their grim activities. 
But Charles Dickens gave prophetic words to 
Scrooge ir “ A Christm as C arol,” as he faced 
the Ghost of Christmas Yet to Come: 
“ Ghost of the Future I I fear you more than any 
specter I have seen .” 
The famous psychologist, C. G. Jung, wrote of 
flying saucers as “ a modern myth,” a psychotic 
phenomenon based on mankind’s hope and fear of 
what will con e out of science and out of space in 
the future. 
It is well to be concerned about the 
road ahead, of course; but if we become too fear­ 
ful, the road may be blocked by our own imagin­ 
ings. 
A look at the horrible stories of som e of the 
haunts of the past should reassure us that man­ 
kind has made progress. 
And if we do not let 
fear overwhelm hope, we will go much farther, 
both 
in our personal lives and in the whole 
society of men.

MONDAY HOLIDAYS 
Washington’s Birthday, Thursday, Feb. 22, is 
one of five legal holidays that the U. S. Chamber 
of Com m erce, the travel industry and certain 
labor organizations would like to move perma­ 
nently to Monday. The working and school-going 
public presumably would welcom e the resulting 
three-day weekends. Businessm en would benefit 
from expected declines in the absenteeism that 
usually follows a mid-week holiday. And National 
Safety Council figures show that more highway 
deaths occur on a single-day holiday plus a nor­ 
mal weekend than on a three-day holiday weekend. 
Still, 
Monday holidays are not to everyone’s 
liking. 
The Lord’s Day Alliance of the United 
States, a Protestant organization, says that “ the 
whole church suffers” on three-day weekends “ as 
choir m em bers, ushers, Sunday School teachers 
. . . become involved in the m ass exodus” to 
holiday retreats. The Daughters of the American 
Revolution contend that uniform Monday obser­ 
vance of Memorial Day and Independence Day 
would 
reduce participation in patriotic cere­ 
m onies.

500 trailer trucks climb 
our hills, grinding gears while 
dozens of cars limp helpless­ 
ly behind with places to go but no 
way to get there while their 
nerves wear thin and they ima­ 
gine the image of local politi­ 
cians, snugly in a coffee shoppe, 
who have promised for the last 
20 years to get something done 
about this situation. Tbe truck 
drivers are no less happy. TCiey 
are courteous people who would 
glady pull over to the side, but 
cannot find a place to pull over. 
There 
is either 
mud, snow, 
or cars parked in places where 
they miftet pull over. And it is 
nothing to see a dozen trailers 
parked at a local truck stop. 
It took 25 years to get the 
caution sign erected at the Old 
Appleton Bridge.

faced roads; 
when there de­ 
velops an oily film on the pave­ 
ment, or when it is raining or 
snowing, or fog? It Is similar 
to driving on ice. 
There will be more accidents, 
more 
trucks 
off the road. I 
would not want to live near 
the curb at St. Mary's even if 
2 
dozen caution signs 
are 
erected: 
More lives will be 
lost and more local property 
will be damaged. 
Another question: How long 
will it last? With 
increased 
traffic flow, freezing and thaw­ 
ing, I would like to see Ca­ 
dillac, 
Ford, 
or 
Chevrolet 
build 
a car and 
guarantee a 
smooth ride over 61 two years 
after it is blacktopped. The 
“ asphaltic" strip near Shawnee- 
town demonstrates this. 
When I first read this announce­ 
ment, my first thoughts were: 
“ I wonder when they will think of 
taking the curves out of “ J" 
road in Perry County? This may 
sound rediculous but look at 
what could be done with that 5 
to 10 million dollars of our mon­ 
ey. 


We 
need 
a lot of things 
worse than that. I see the road 
Uniantown to Altenburg. With 
the progressive attitude of that 
community and newly develop­ 
ing 
industries 
of the East 
Perry area this should not be 
in the 
planning stages now. 
And do not stop at Uhlontown, 
extend 
it 
to Interstate 55. 
A bridge and access route at 
Ste. Genevieve has been wanted 
and needed since 1735. All we 
have so ter is promises and 
with present representation teat 
Is all we 
will likely have. 
We, the people of this area 
have been patient. We have been 
kind in our approach to encour­ 
aging completion of I 55. We 
have smiled when defeat has 
been evident when civic minded 
organizations 
have petitioned 
and resolved that 155 be com­ 
pleted. We have paid our high­ 
way taxes when we ha ve bought 
gasoline. 
We have gone through every 
diplomatic channel with our lo­ 
cal, state, and national represen­ 
tation. Now is the time for peo­ 
ple to act. 
We should approach Our Pres­ 
ident and Corps of Engineers. 
We should make a study of the 
area. Not in the coffee 
shops 
in Jefferson City and Washington 
D.C. but in Perry and Ste. Gene­ 
vieve County.

I told this person that 
I thought this to be a very un­ 
fair comment. First of all we 
realize we do not know every­ 
thing but that we intended to 
know our share and that was 
why we were there in Jeffer­ 
son City to find out what was 
going on. Second, I live on the 
County line between Perry and 
Ste. Genevieve Counties, prac­ 
tically eat 
in Ste. Genevieve 
and sleep In Perry, graduated 
from High School in Ste. Gene­ 
vieve and sleep in Perry, grad­ 
uated from High School In Ste. 
Geneve County, College in Cape 
County and 
now 
teach 
High 
School in Perry County, and think 
that 
this is a 
great place to 
live. 
There may not be one reader 
who agrees with ine but I trust 
you will think about this matter 
and express your opinion. I can 
not see how 
progress is at­ 
tained by treating the symptoms 
rather than the causes of a 
problem. 
When you drive home on High­ 
way 61 tonight, think of all the 
fun you will be 
having when it 
is blacktopped.

CAIRO - Carl (Strlngbean) Aid- 
rich, owaer-operator of tee Cor* 
ner tavern in Mounds, was robbed 
of $1,349 Friday about 11:10pam* 
by a man who hid on the floor of 
tee back seat of Aldrich's car, 
Aldrich gave this account of tee 
robbery* 
“ I closed tee tavern about 11:10 
p.m. and walked over to my car 
parked at the side of tee J.C. sta­ 
tion. I was carrying the cash in a 
bank bag and had$2,200 in checks 
I had already stamped In my 
pocketbook. Hie reason I had so 
much money is teat I cash a large 
number of checks at my tavern. 
“I got into the car, started it up 
and was moving out when the man 
rasied up from the back seat be­ 
hind me and ordered me to give 
him the money bag and a pistol I 
was carrying in my pocket. He 
apparently knew I was armed. He 
didn't ask for tee pocketbook or 


the checks I was carrying. 
“ I couldn't see whether he was 
armed when he first ordered me 
to give him tee money bag, but 
under tee circumstances I as­ 
sumed that he had me covered. 
At least I knew he had a gun on 
me after he got the one I was 
carrying. 
“He ordered me to drive out the 
Mounds-Olive Branch road and 
when we got to tee intersection of 
Routes 3-172, he asked if there 
were any state police parked at 
he intersection. 
I told him I 
didn't see any so he told me to 
drive west on Route 3 and turn 
off on the first road to the left, 
a road leading to Horseshoe Lake, 
tee old Promise Land road. 
“We pulled onto the road teen he 
told me to turn off the main road 
onto another side road where we 
were hidden from traffic on tee 
main road. 


“As we turned off onto the side 
road, I spotted another car wait­ 
ing la the darkness and I as­ 
sumed it contained a companion 
of tee man who had me covered* 
“ The man ordered me out of tee 
car and all I could tell about his 
description was teat he was white 
and about five feet six inches talL 
He was wearing a topcoat and hat 
and it was so dark his features 
were indistinguishable. 
“ The man in tee other car got 
out and they ordered me to open 
the trunk of my car to see if I 
had any guns. They apparently 
knew that I bought and sold guns 
and expected to find several in 
tee trunk of tee car. 
“ When their search of the trunk 
proved futile, they ordered me to 
“ get moving” and while I was 
some distance away I heard1 
three shots. I learned later teat 
they shot tee left rear tire on my 
car to prevent me from using It 
to give the alarm. 
“As I was walking back toward 
tee service station at the junction 
of Route 3-127, the car in which 
the two men were riding came out 
of tee road, passed me at high 
speed and turned north on Route 
3.” 


Aldrich alerted police from the 
service station after a cold 
walk, but the two men are still 
at large* 
Aldrich said it was a nerve- 
wracking experience because he 
did not know the intention of tee 
robbers or how much his life 
might be in jeopardy.

We have said it 
before, but it 
needs to be said 
again—that the 
best way to pro­ 
vide jobs for the 
unemployed is to 
give them on- 
the-job training 
in industry. Of 
flr. Kershnrr course, this will 
be expensive and a headache tor 
the industries attempting to pro­ 
vide jobs for the unemployed, but 
it will cost much less in the long 
run than to maintain an increas­ 
ing number of people in idleness. 
If government would stop 
spending the billions of dollars 
now paid out for unemployment, 
dependent children and a variety 
of welfare payments made be­ 
cause the heads of families are 
not working, and would reduce 
the taxes on business by a corre­ 
sponding amount, we believe 
business could readily pick up the 
load and do a far better job of it 
at a fraction of the cost of at­ 
tempting to do it the government 
way.

At the same time it 
would allay much of the frustra­ 
tion and anger of those who are 
honestly seeking work and cannot 
find it. Furthermore, it would de­ 
prive those who do not want to 
work of any excuse for remain­ 
ing idle.
